and women are employed and many 
may be blown to bits. 
The plant is at Roberts 
Landing, 
some distance from the heart of the 
town. 
Seven of the

injured 
have been removed to the Alameda 
County Hospital, rescuers having by 
this time reached the injured. 
Soon after the explosion a score of 
farmers in their wagons drove up and 
began the rescue of the injured. Some 
were so badly burned as to be almost 
unrecognizable. 
They were placed on 
wagons and autos and hurried to the 
hospitals.
